1986 SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1986 was the third and final year of Penobscot’s tax mapping and 
reappraisal program. This year’s tax bills reflected these new 100% valua- 
tions and brings Penobscot up to State assessment standards. The computer- 
ized tax records and billing system are more uniform and protect our records 
from loss. 

Educational tax requirements will more than likely be up by 15% over last 
year. Other municipal tax requirements are down in excess of $20,000 from 
last year. These two factors combined with the normal yearly increases in 
building and construction will result in a 1987 tax rate of approximately 
$11.80 per $1,000 of value. This would be a 6% increase over the 1986 tax 
year. 

South Penobscot is in the final stages of forming a “water association” to 
address the water problems that have plagued the area homes for several 
years. Assisted by the Department of Environmental Protection, the new 
“water association” will supply clean water to the eight or more affected 
homes in the area. Once in operation the ownership and operation of the 
water supply will be turned over to the “South Penobscot Water Associa- 
tion”. With the completion of their project South Penobscot will have clean 
fresh water again and will be able to return to the normal way of living that 
most of us take for granted. 

The Hancock County Planning Commission is also preparing a State 
Partnership Grant for Penobscot. This Grant of $5,900 is part of a study to 
find a solution for upgrading housing deficiencies similar to the septic 
problems caused by the congested housing in South Penobscot. Funding for 
this program will be in the form of a “Community Development Block 
Grant” used in rural areas. 

This C.D.B.G. money will also be the source for funding the town hall 
project that has been recommended by the Town Hall Committee and 
Budget Committee. The committee’s recommendation for moving the town 
hall (pending the receipt of federal funding) was agreed upon after much 
debate and many alternative suggestions. 

Our first full season of operating the town land fill has just ended. State 
regulations require that the garbage be covered daily with the exception of 
opening for two consecutive days, which will allow for covering on the 
second day. These regulations account for the split season for opening the 
land fill. This land fill process is at best only if a stop gap solution to solid 
waste control. The area now licensed for land fill will reach full capacity in 
approximately ten years. But with changing regulations and the availabil- 
ity of the Penobscot Energy Recovery Corporation in Orrington, land fills 
may become obsolete. There are no adequate solutions for handling solid 
waste only guesses as to what is best, and only time will tellif we have made 
wise choices. 

Several small projects this year have also been of importance including 
the cemetery restoration project that repaired and cleaned many monu- 
ments in the Bay Cemetery. The Historical Society is asking that we 
continue this program for 1987 with another $1,500 appropriation at this 
year’s town meeting. 


The Selectmen and Budget committee are also proposing a land purchase 
for 1987 that will increase the area of the Bay Cemetery and also include a 
parcel of land just north of the “Old Red School House” on route 199 
approximately across from the Elementary School. This second piece could 
be used for the new location for the proposed “Town Hall Project” and would 
also provide over-flow parking for school functions and town meetings. 

Another project upgraded in 1986 was the boat landing at South 
Penobscot. Old concrete planks were removed and new planks were reset 
twice as wide as the original ramp way. 

1987 will also be remembered as the year that it snowed and snowed and 
snowed. The month of January saw about 5 feet of snowfall. And as this 
writing, February is also seeing the snow plows with great regularity. When 
it isn’t snowing, the wind is blowing the white stuff all over the roads and 
driveways. 


The Bicentennial Committee, under the leadership of James Henry Jr., 
has been making exciting plans in tribute of the 200th year of Penobscot’s 
incorporation. The first gala celebration on February 23rd was the anniver- 
sary data of the first incorporated town east of the Penobscot River. 
Penobscot has a proud heritage of being a patriotic area, sending many ofits 
young people to serve in every conflict in the history of our nation. 
Penobscot’s first and most decisive step was its incorporation in an area 
that was for many years claimed by several countries. These early settlers 
would be very proud of the care that has been taken of this area. Let us not 
take for granted the land of our ancestors who formed and cleared these 
beautiful rolling hills and fished the many ponds, streams and river that 
make up this town we call Penobscot. 

The Planning Board will be working this year on some requirements that 
will be called for by the D.E.P. and changing times. Land use regulations are 
meant to protect the land cleared and developed by the hard work of early 
settlers, for the continued use of future generations. Ina very real sense we 
do not inherit clean land and pure water from our ancestors, we are 
borrowing them from our children. 


The United States Air Force has selected West Penobscot (Russell 
Devereux property) as the probable location for a Ground Wave Emergency 
Network Tower for Southeastern Maine. To date, several area meetings 
addressing the issue of the GWEN tower have been held and numerous 
publications circulated in the area. On Monday, March 2, a referendum 
question will ask if the voters of Penobscot favor the location of a GWEN 
tower in town. The tower’s vote will be reported to the proper authorities by 
March 6, the extended deadline for reporting information on the GWEN site. 

Lastly, this year’s town meeting has been changed to a split meeting with 
voting for referendums and election on Monday, March 2, from 1 to 8 p.m., 
followed by the business meeting on Tuesday, March3, at7 p.m. Both events 
will take place at the School Gymnasium. A town meeting supper will 
precede the business meeting beginning at 5 p.m. Tuesday in the school 
gym. The proceeds will benefit the Historical Society. 


The weekly Selectmen meeting will continue to be held Tuesday evenings 
at 7 p.m. each week. The planning board meetings are held on the first 
Tuesday evening of each month.

To the Citizens of Penobscot: 


America has a unique educational system. You might say it washed 
ashore with the Pilgrims and has been evolving ever since. The authors of 
the Constitution left the responsibility of education to state government. 
Each state passed laws concerning educational programs, structure, and 
funding. The one constant in the evolvement of education since 1620 is 
change. 


This change has been essential to keep pace with a changing nation and 
world. The goals of a school today and those of schools 200 years ago are to 
provide the “3 R’s” to the extent necessary for citizens to govern a 
democracy. As American society has grown more complex, the expectations 
of schools have risen dramatically beyond the “3 R’s”. Schools today are 
expected to teach all children, with specific programs for the remedial 
students, the gifted/talented students, and all the students in between. 


Schools are required to provide music, art, health, guidance services, 
physical education, computer education; and, as students move into high 
school, there must be opportunities for college preparatory courses, voca- 
tional education courses, and general high school courses. 


No longer is the teacher the local minister or a traveling college student, 
but rather a highly trained professional. Teachers commit themselves to the 
most crucial aspect of America — the education of youth. 


School budgets have also risen dramatically along with the increased 
demands on the schools. As you review the budget, you will find substan- 
tially higher requests for teacher salaries, special education, transportation, 
and the full costs for kindergarten. Salary increases are needed to meet the 
state’s mandate for higher teacher salaries. The state provides funds to 
apply toward these salaries. The increases in special education are due to an 
increase in number of students who need services. Few people realize that 
federal law, 94-142, requires that local schools will provide whatever special 
education services are needed. There are some federal and state funds to 
offset rising costs in special education, but the financial responsibility rests 
with the local community. 

The school board decided to provide a split kindergarten for the 
remainder of the 1986-87 year. Future determination will be based on 
enrollment of students, the point of division will be at twenty students. 
There has been lively debate on the value and merits of half-day versus 
full-day sessions. Small class sizes in the early years will assure us of better 
trained students progressing through the grades. 

I have reviewed educational cost increases, staff changes, and student 
population in an effort to put cost increases in perspective. 


I have taken expenditures for 1985-1986 and compared them with 
expenditures for 1975-1976 and also considered costs of living changes over 
that period of time.

The cost of living index (CPI) for the 1975-1976 to 1985-1986 period is 
1.02. This index is a measure used to compare the rising or falling costs in 
the economy. A school has all of the standard costs in the economy and, 
therefore, logically can be compared by CPI. Using the CPI, the costs would 
need to be $404,424.00 to keep equivalent pace with the 1975-1976 year. The 
other $140,813.00 above the expenditures is what you have voted for 
increased salaries and services to your students over the past ten years. 
Looking at expenditures in this light, it appears to me that the school board 
has used good fiscal control. 

Student population has dropped twenty-eight students over the ten year 
period, but enrollment can be a very volatile factor. It is impossible to 
foresee dramatic rising or falling of enrollment very far in advance. There 
has been staff added over the years, mostly in special education services. 
There has also been increased staff in music. 

I appreciate the support you have been giving to education in Penobscot 
and I urge your acceptance of the budget proposal for 1987-88.

HEADMASTER’S REPORT 
GEORGE STEVENS ACADEMY 


To: Superintendents Crowley and Turcotte; School Committees of Blue Hill, 
Penobscot, Sedgwick, Brooklin, Brooksville, Surry, Castine; 
Trustees; interested citizens 

The new school year opened with a record high enrollment of 329. It also 
opened on a very happy note as we learned of Stevens’ fine showing in the 
State’s new standardized testing program. We were pleased that reading, 
writing, science and humanities scores were especially high and that overall 
we ranked in the top ten secondary schools in Maine. 
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Over $67,000 in scholarships were awarded at last June’s graduation to all 
those planning further education. Those going off to colleges and vocational 
schools comprised two-thirds of the class, a figure that is among the highest 
for schools in Maine. We’re proud of all our graduates and of those 
considerate donors too numerous to mention from our peninsula communi- 
ties who help make post-secondary education possible for so many area 
young people. 


Twelve of our students this past summer had the unique experience of 
participating in an archaeological dig along the east bank of the Sebasti- 
cook River. A school contract with the Hydraco Corporation provided 
funding so that students could be paid for their services. Students located 
and recorded hundreds of prehistoric artifacts in an area which will be 
flooded by a new dam to be built there. 


This year we have four new teachers and a foreign language teaching 
assistant. Andrew C. Barlow, who student taught at the Academy, has 
replaced Gary Upham as director of physical education and is coaching 
boys’ soccer and baseball. Barlow is a 1985 graduate of the University of 
Vermont. Andrew J. Dumont is a graduate of Colby College in history and 
economics and is teaching senior social studies, introduction to social 
studies, government, current events and geography. Martha E. Horne is 
teaching health and physical education. She holds a B.S. in Health and 
Family Life Education. Carol J. Skoglund is replacing math teacher 
Stanton Garfield who retired last June. Isabelle Pezard from Montsault, 
France is working in all French classes as a teaching assistant. She is a 
college student who wants to teach English in France. 


In September we moved into our new facilities which are being provided 
by the Stevens 400 Fund. The new Walter R. Butler Classroom Building 
houses three classrooms and a new art studio. Our school shop was 
completely renovated and new metals technology equipment installed. 
Students and faculty have thoroughly enjoyed and appreciated these major 
improvements to our school plant. 


This summer we plan to complete the northern interior of our gym 
building which will house new music and computer rooms. This second 
phase of the Stevens 400 Fund will complete our long-range goals and 
enable us to meet all the State’s new mandates with regard to education in 
the arts, health and computer literacy. 


I am proud that we have proceeded with all these improvements which 
meet very obvious needs of many of our students. I am also pleased that we 
are obtaining these important new facilities at reasonable cost. 

In the end we will all benefit. The improvements should help us continue 
to provide young people with a topnotch education. Good education, as we 
all know, is immensely important because it enables our communities to 
maintain and improve the overall health, prosperity and social fabric of our 
peninsula.

It is important for the town to be aware of the volunteer support by the 
many individuals who come to school to help the students throughout. They 
are far too numerous to mention here. Foremost among them is Dottie 
Caldwell, coordinator of the Volunteer Program. This program provides 
supplemental services in classrooms, special events and extracurricular 
activities. Penelope Schwartz has been the Children’s Library Coordinator. 
As far as I know, your children’s library is unique in providing independent 
library services of high quality to a public school. The ladies of the 
Penobscot Children’s Library have much to be proud of and we at the school 
are deeply appreciative of their services. 


Over the course of the last school year, students from Penobscot have 
taken advantage of many of the varied offerings outside the school. With all 
the help of parents and teachers they have attended dramatic and musical 
events at the Hancock County Auditorium, including a locally produced 
ballet, participated in Union and county-wide OM academic competitions, 
visited apple orchards and participated in musical concerts, dramatic 
presentations in French and English as well as more usual extracurricular 
activities. 


Students this year have had a greater opportunity then ever to work 
with computers in their classroom. We have rotated our five computers 
throughout the school and most students with the aid of trained student 
computer helpers have given almost all the children a chance to become 
familiar with this important learning tool. 


Many of our students have been cited for particular honors over the last 
year. Christy Howe, Meredith Defrancesco, Jenny Bowen, Jannel Alexan- 
der were cited by the commissioner of education for outstanding achieve- 
ment on the eighth grade Maine Assessment. Hilary Schwartz, a fourth 
grader, was also cited for superlative performance on her Maine Education- 
al Assessment tests: School Spelling Champion Christy Howe along with 
Jamie Begley, Angel Nevells, and Troy Stubbs participated in the Union #93 
Spelling Bee at Brooksville. These students have earned our respect for their 
achievements. 


We are continuing to develop our kindergarten program, now in its 
second year. This year we have 25 youngsters arriving at school for morning 
and afternoon split sessions every day. The result of the kindergarten 
classroom is increased familiarity with the basics of reading and math as 
well as the school itself before moving on to the first grade. We are finding 
students to be more able to learn as the result of their kindergarten 
experience. 
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We havea very special person employed at the school. Betty Gross has 
worked in various capacities at our school for twenty-odd years. She has 
selflessly devoted her time and energy to the advancement of the children of 
Penobscot. We thank her for her efforts and we admire the spirit with which 
she helps in the education of our students. 


It has been my privilege to work with the teachers and community 
members here at Penobscot Community Elementary School. I have seldom 
seen such a concerned and caring group of people focusing on the educa- 
tional process. We are fortunate to have people, teachers and parents alike, 
who are interested, energetic and working toward providing the best 
possible school for your youngsters. Please feel free to visit your school with 
comments and suggestions.

We have reviewed the financial records of the Penobscot Elementary 
School for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1986 and have rendered an opinion 
on the financial statements taken as a whole. As part of our audit procedures 
the annual financial data submitted to the State Department of Education has 
been reconciled with the accounting records. The only discrepancy noted was 
the omission of interest earnings on construction funds. 

Internal controls at both the school and local government level were 
reviewed.

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PENOBSCOT HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
ANNUAL REPORT 1985-86 


This past year the society has made significant progress in a number of 
directions. 

One of the major concerns this year was to study the society’s bylaws from 
which it had been working since its incorporation in 1977. This study 
resulted in the adoption of an entirely new set of bylaws which provides the 
Board of Directors and the membership with a more specific outline of the 
society's purpose and governing process. One difference affecting all 
members is the change in the fiscal year from November 1-October 31 to July 
1-June 30. This arrangement allows the annual meeting to be held in 
August, a decision to better accommodate the non-resident members. Thus, 
annual membership, payable now, will again become due July 1, 1987 for the 
following year. It is hoped that this transitional period will not be an 
inconvenience to the members. A copy of the new bylaws can be obtained by 
sending a request with a self-addressed, stamped envelope. 

Because much work remains to be done on the restoration of the society’s 
cape cod house, the Board of Directors studied and discussed various fund- 
raising activities. 

After careful consideration the board made the decision to set up a 
building fund apart from the general fund, and to appeal by special letter to 
the membership for contributions over and above the membership dues. As 
the financial report shows, members responded wonderfully, as we were 
able to have the three fireplaces, bake oven and central chimney completed. 
Work continues on the house in an effort to install the original interior. Your 
part in contributing to this end is greatly appreciated. The opportunity to 
add to the Memorial Plaque in support of the building fund remains open. 

To protect the society against financial loss in case of accidental fire and 
other catastrophe, the board this year initiated insurance coverage on the 
building.

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FOUR TOWN NURSING SERVICE 


The Four Town Nursing Service is pleased to present its fifty-fourth 
Annual report covering the fiscal year 1985-86. 


With community support, Four Town Nursing Service has provided the 
following services to area residents: 


Home health care; that care provided in the home by the registered nurse, 
home health aide, physical therapist, speech pathologist and social service 
worker, represents 9597 visits or 16,315 hours. 


In Penobscot 472 visits were made representing 805 hours. 


Public Health visits for communicable disease follow-up, hypertension 
control and high risk infants and clinics conducted for foot care, hyperten- 
sion and well child care represented almost 1000 community contacts. 


Contracted services for school health nursing and physical therapy 
services were provided for a school population of almost 2000 students. 


500 home visits were made to women, infants and young children through 
‘our Maternal and Child Health Program. 


Four Town Nursing Service is a fully accredited home health agency, 
receiving “no deficiencies” when surveyed by The Maine State Board of 
Licensing and Certification and the Joint Commission of Accreditation for 
Hospitals. 


Our staff of nine Registered Nurses, five Home Health Aides, three 
Physical Therapists and one Speech Therapist are all skilled in providing 
care prescribed by the physician on an intermittent basis. Our 24 hour, 
seven day a week on-call program allows for continuous contact from client 
and community. 


Visits this past year have reflected the need for increasingly skilled 
services. Our commitment to provide care to all of our citizens requiring our 
services, regardless of ability to pay depends on the continuing efforts of our 
own volunteers and dedicated membership and community support. 

With the dramatic decline in Medicare reimbursement, community sup- 
port, participation and representation are vital ingredients of our agency’s 
ability to meet our goal of providing comprehensive health care to all in 
need.

At the present time we do not have any crew members from 
Penobscot, and would like very much to add a Penobscot resident to the 
Corps so that we could improve our “first responder’ service to the 
community. We have requested a first responder course to be given in this 
area in the Fall of 1987 — why not sign up! 


One final note — please, please put your name and number on your mail 
box in BIG letters. It could mean the difference between life and death for 
you or a loved one if an ambulance driver has to search on a dark snowy 
night for an unmarked driveway. If the box is unmarked it is suggested that 
you have someone put a pillow over the box after an ambulance is called.

W-HCA employs over 60 of our local citizens in its various programs. 
Wealso have more than 300 volunteers who work with our staff to deliver 
the programs and services to your community in a cost effective manner. 


) Last year we provided the following direct services to the low income 
citizens residing in Penobscot: 


$18,000.00 of Fuel Assistance (HEAP) to 49 homes for 
128 people; and

1985 Planning Grant Study 


The Town of Penobscot recently completed a detailed inventory of interior 
and exterior housing conditions from a Housing Survey distributed to all 
year-round residents in February 1986. Of the 391 Housing Surveys 
distributed, 133 were returned. The results of the Survey will be used to 
identify Penobscot’s housing problems, particularly those related to dom- 
estic wells and septic systems. 


As part of the project, a soil scientist has been employed to help the Town 
evaluate sites where septic waste problems exists, and to develop potential 
solutions to the problems. Also, a Windshield Survey will be conducted in 
February 1987 to survey the exterior condition of the Town’s housing stock. 


This project is part of a $5,900 study fund through a “Planning Grant” 
from the State Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Program. 
Planning Grants are available to enable communities to prepare strategies 
that address specific community development problems. They are designed 
to give communities the resources to study and analyze problems, determine 
priorities, and develop strategies to solve their identified problems. The 
purpose of this study is to gather information on the condition of housing in 
Penobscot, to assess septic and well problems, and to make recommenda- 
tions in the form of a “Community Strategy Plan” to address needed 
improvements. 


The Penobscot Board of Selectmen are coordinating the comprehensive 
study with technical assistance from the Hancock County Planning 
Commission. 


The completed study will provide Penobscot with updated information on 
the Town’s housing stock and the needs of Penobscot’s residents, identify 
cost-effective and environmentally-sound solutions to existing problems, 
and identify funding sources to finance improvements. The first draft of the 
report will be available in May for public review.
